The electric pump used to pump out the 
sewerace tank at Elkhorn indian Sohool is reported worn 
out am past repairing. I1 umerstand the pump has been 
in use for many years. Before any purchase is made I 
would suggest that Mr, Yates, of Yates and Nield, 
Plumbers, Brandon, he employed to inspect conditions and 
submit definite recommendations as to the type of pump 
required. 


I would also point out that sixty of the 
hedsprings are in a disgraceful condition ani unfit for 
further use. The Parkhill Bedding Company will undertake 
to do the repair work, but as the springs are of aifferent 
sizes they are unable to give 4 quotation. However, the 
beds must he repaired and I would be gled to have the 
nevessary authority to proceed with the work at once. 


The stairway to the basement on both the 
boys’ and the girls’ side of the building needs extensive 
repairs. I have asked the acting Principal to secure 4 
price on the work and this estimate will be forwarded when 
received.

We have inspected the Sewerage Pump and installation and 
report as follows: 


The Pump is a Vertical Centrifugal Pump set in a Concrete 
Well. The Well is five feet nine inches square, Nineteen feet deep. 
The conrete top, bottom and sides are in good condition. There are four 
by four beams in the centre to carry the Pump Shaft. These are in good 
condition but where the holes are drilled for the Yearings the holes 
are worn hig. ‘The Sewerage is admitted into the tank at a depth of 
ten feet five inches from the top of the tank. 


The sewerage enters the tank after going through the 
Septic Tank and is clear water without any solide. The Water is elev- 
ated Twenty “ive feet into a trough which conveys the water away from 
the buildings. 


The Pump Shaft is twenty feet long anchored in three places 
down the well. These hearings are worn, the first has one and one 
half inches of play, the second has two inches of play and the third 
ie broken entirely. The shaft moves approximately three inches from 
side to side while running. 


The pump is of unknown manufacture. We could not empty 
all t e water ot of the tank because the pump would not lift the 
last two feet out of the well. ‘This is an indication that the 
Impellor Blades are badly worn giving too mch room between them and 
the pump Rovesangs The head of the pump is badly worn there being 

P 


about an inch o lay where the shaft enters the pump. This was 
shimed up by the School Sngineer in June who wedged @ piece of steel © 
between the shaft and the pump head. ‘Thie has out down some of the 
play. 


We would recommend that the follwing be done: 
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The Pump being of unkown manufacture the Impellor Blades 


are worn and the head also worn. We would recommend that a new 
pump of similar design. 


A new shaft should te installed with three new shaft 
bearings. 


The Braces: Four inch Angle Iron should be bolted to the 
present four by four's with the shaft bearings bolted to the steel. 


The four inch discharge pipe will have to he renewed. 


The line shaft could be done away with by installing a 
support-motor and stand on top of the shaft.

The roof of the school is, I understand, 
covered with tin or some such metal. It leaks in 
various places and should be repaired, It might 
be advisable to have this examined by someone from 
the Surveys and Engineering Branch, Dominion Water 
and Power Bureau, Winnipeg, of which Mr. Gow is in 
charge and a recommendation obtained. The roof on 
the outside classrooms also leaks and this could be 
examined at the same time. This roof is covered 
with roofing paper and tar. The school authorities 
have stood by all summer and fall and did nothing» 
while the rains soaked through and ruined the ten- 
test used on the classroom ceiling. 


I have ordered the new fire escape doors 
and Mr. Young will try to get a carpenter to hang 
them and at the same time make the other alterations 
suggested by the Fire Inspector.

Further to our memorandum dated the 18th 
ultimo regarding an inspection of the roof of the above 
school, you are aivised thet a report has been received 
from Mr. Gow which is summarized es follows : 


Mr. Gow was accompanied on his inspection 
of the Central Sheet Metal Works of 
He reports that the achool was erected 
4 at a later date. The origiml milding 
has a mansera roof, on which both the flat deck md ing 
surfaces are metal covered. Leakeages ocour intermitten 
through the ceil of three rooms located in the newer 
tion of the wilding, the roof of which ie flat and also 
metal covered. 


after his examination of the roof surfaces, 
Mr. Gow reports that one leak oocurs where a plumbing vent 
passes through the covering, but that the sources of the 
other two leeks may be som @istence from the points where 
water eters the rooms. 


Mr. Gow reports that there is very little 
evidence of repsirs of any extent having been carried out, 
and thet the metal roof covering now im place may be the 
original installation. There are a few snail breske md 
holes in the metal covering and, while the metal hes 
deteriorated, such deterioration seems to be uniform.

All three classes are in this building 
now, and the change is certainly worthwhile, for it provides 
two rooms for recreation in the main building. However, I 
would like to bring to your attention certain improvements 
that could be made. In the first place, the lighting in all 
three rooms is decidedly inadequate. The lights should be 
lowered about two feet, and larger bulbs used, Mrs. Toone's 
room is certainly too dark, and besides the lights, I 
would suggest that another window be put ine Another cupboard 
is needed in her room. 1 think that green and white reflector 
about fourteen inches- should be put over each light. 

The decorators left a good deal of paint 
on the floors, and two or three coats of paint, or some 
good linoleum should be provided to make them look niceés 

A drinking fountain is needed in the 
Primary room, and one between the Intermediate and senior 
rooms, Water is already coming through the ceiling in two 
of the rooms. 

I discussed the question of Fire Protection 
in the main building with Mr. Hodkinson, and there appears 
to be ample provision. Is it possible to provide more toilet 
in the main building, and a new pump for the septic 
juet west of the old power house ? 

There is plenty of blackboard space in 
three rooms, and the furnace is certainly large enough to 
give satisfactory heat. I would suggest that one of the 
Pianos be placed in the Primary room. I understand there 
is one in the residence. Generally speaking, the school 
equipment is satisfactory. I shall be glad to give you 
any information or assistance at anytimes

In my memorandum of October 27, 1944, 
I enclosed a copy of report of Dr. A. B. Simes, in 
connection with the above school. In this report 
Dr. Simes referred to the lack of proper toilet 
accommodation in the school. On receipt of the report 
we wrote to Inspector Hamilton in regard to this 
matter and on November 9 he wrote as follows:- 


"I found one bowl broken. This, of course, 
must be renewed. The additional four bowls and four 
baths are needed. Mr. Yates, from Brandon, had men 
working at Virden and I was able to get his advice 
concerning the proposed installations. He checked both 
the boys' and girls' side of the building and agreed 
that the present arrangements were inadequate. He 
pointed out the work involved in taking up the cement 
and renewing old pipe which is practically worn out or 
clogged. He explained that on work of this nature it 
was difficult to give a definite price because almost 
always unforeseen difficulties would arise." 


Inspector Hamilton was requested to secure 
a quotation from Mr. Yates, and in a letter dated 
January 13, 1945, which reached us this morning, Mr. 
Hamilton states that he has been endeavouring to secure 
a quotation from Mr. Yates and has at length succeeded 
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in doing so. I enclose this for your information. 

Mr. Hamilton advises that Mr. Yates has the material

I submit the following report on the Elkhorn Indian 
Residential School, inspected May 15th, 1945. 


Mr. Hilts has been in charge here for about six months, 
during which time he has mde many improvements. 


More toilets and bath tubs have been installed and both 
the rooms are kept ‘cleaner than for many years. Stairways am 
floors have teen repaired and renewed &s8 well as new doors 
installed All @oors leading fram the dormitories have been hung 
to open out, and the toilets in the four dormitories are all in 
g00d condition. 


Bead springs have been repaired and new mattresses supplied 
for 68 beds. The bedding is all well washed and looks clean. The 
Plaster has been repaired and most of the walls and woodwrk 
painted. The electric wiring has been checked and extensive 
repairs carried out. A number of chairs were purchased, also two 
work tables for the kitchen, and a new rinse tub for the laundry. 
Four rolls of battleship linoleum have heen supplied and this will 
be laid as soon as possible. In addition to all these repairs, 
the children are better clothed and undoubtedly much better fed. 

I discnesed the meals with Dr. Johnson and he stated,- "I often 
visit the school at meal time and I have no hesitation in saying 
the children are now well fed." At present they obtain from 

three to four hundred pounds of milk per day and this is all given 
to the children. Mr. Hilts also purchases 40 dozen eggs each 
month and these provide a change for a least three meals. He 

now has 250 baby chicks and hopes during the coming year to 
produce the eggs needed at the school. 


Perhaps the greatest change is in the attitude of the 
staff and pupils. ‘he chiidren appear very content and happy and 
for months no child has attempted to run away. ‘The staff members 
are interested in their work and som of the members, after doing 
their regular work, gave up many evenings to help with the 
paintings 


We are still waiting for the delivery of the septic tank 
pump and when it arrives Mr. Yates, from Srandon, will instal it 
at once. In spite of all these improvements there is yet much to 
ao and I present the following recommendations for immediate 
considera tions- 


1. ‘the sewage disposal field must be fenced away from 
the stock, and I enclose a sketch showing the proposed change. 
fencing is required,-

4. The o14 chicken house hae not been used for many years 
except as a junk shop. The frame work is fairly good, but it needs 
re-lining, insulatiam, complete new windows and a cement floor. In 
addition, Mr. Hiltz would like to enlarge the building by a 10-ft. 


addition in length; which means an addition of 10x16. The material 
required is estimated as follows,-

5. The hog pen, horse barn and cow barn all need certain 
repairs. ‘the doors should be renewed, cement work repaired, certain 
partitions renewed, track hangers need repleing. ‘These repairs are 
listed ae follows,-

6. The outside classroms (3) in one milding are very 
cold in windy weather. ‘this building should be mde warm before 
next winter sets in. It should be covered with asphalt brick 
siding, or ineul brick siding, or clement stucco. the estimated 
cost of material will be forwarded when received. 


The furnace still appears too small to heat the school. 
I have asked Mr. Yates to look into this and submit a recommendation. 
I found the windows all very lowe and no doubt if these were 
re-fitted much heat could be saved. I would recommend that the 
Department allow $200.00 to pay for lsbor in refitting all windows, 
repairing storm sashes, and installing insulation. The insulation 
would be an additioml expense but I believe would be well worth 
while. 


I am quite aware that these recommendations entail 
considerable expense but the Department know the condition of the 
school, ami this condition can only be improved if we sere the 
necessary funds. I do hope immediate approval cn be given to all 
these matters so that Mr. Hilts may proceed at once with the work,

The School ie now in charge of Rev. Mr. Dixon. He 
has only been there about three months but already appears to 
have a fair grasp of the situation. He has a new Matron, 
Miss Beanland, who has been loaned from a school in Alberta. 
She is a graduate nurse and appears very capable. 


The School has been greatly improved as the result 
of the work done by Mr. Hiltz. ‘The halls and many of the rooms 
have been painted, an& all the halls are covered with linoleum. 


The children are well dressed and neat in appearance. 
The dormitories were clean and the beds neatly made. 


The nurse has prepared a menu which appears eare fully 
planned. I believe the children now are well fed. 


The new septic tank pump has been installed. It wrks 
well and has plenty of cayecity. I was very pleased with the 
pump and with the splendid job Mr. Yates made in installing it. 
Twenty minutes in operation twice a day empties the tank. The 
4isposal from this tank has been a big problem for almost a yeer 
end this long awaited pump is indeed a welcome necessity. 


The farm crop is light. They have no garden and #80 
it will be necessary to purchase all the vegetables. Already 
the new #rincipal is pbughing garden land for next year and he 
plane on producing plenty for the School. The garden at this 
School has heen neglected for years; but I believe from now on 

__ his work will receive special attention. 


The work on the electric wiring is ctill not completed. 
The demand for electricians is very keen due to 
rural electrification by the Provincial Go 
such workers have more than they can ao. 

t work completed before winter. 


The barns and outbuildings need considerable repairing. 
A number of doors need to be renewed ami glass is needed for 
several windows. 


The Farming Instructor, Mr. Dahli, certainly has not 
measured up to his responsibility ana is heing relieved of his 
a@uties. I hope the School will be more successful in their next 
selection.

and basement." 


"J need hardly say that these @lteratione will be carried out 
without any expense to the Government as I have all the 
material on hand." 


In regards to the fence I might just add that in its present 
atte it is practically useless. It should be repaired or 
rebuilt as suggested. If the Prinetpal is satisfied with @ 
low fence and is willing to do the work I would recommend he 
be permitted to make the change. 


The changes to the kitchen apparently involves no change other 
than the erection of a partition, which partition could no 
doubt later be removed if undesirable. Since no expense 

is involved I would recommend the request be granted.

The roof of the school building still leaks in pleces. 
The roof is covered with a metal material and the nails work loose 
allowing a driving rain to leak through. A heavy covering of tar 
and sand might eliminate the trouble. The outside walls of the 
top storey of the school are metal like the roof, This at one time 
was painted red, The paint has gradually disappeared and the metal 
is badly rusting. I would strongly recommend that it receive a 
coat of red paint. The school is very high and this work would 
need to be done by experienced painters. 


Repair work is required on the horse barn, granary and 
cow varn, The foundations need re-enforcing and considerable new 
lumber will be required to do the repair work, I suggested to 
Mr. Dixon that he get someone to give an estimate on the work and 
material, and forward it to his Commission. This quotation will 
then go forward for the Department's approval. 


I would also recommend that a quantity of paint be 
provided for the barns, After the buildings are repaired paint 
will be required. It will take about two five gallon tins of 
red barn paint and four gallons of outside white. If green is 
availavle two gallons (outside green) should also be provided.

pupils. At this time therefore, we make no requisition 

for repairs to the Farm Buildings but ask that it be kept 

in miné that. repairs are imminent and we may require assistance 
in the form of lumber and material." 


condition of the school roof has heen reported on hefore 
ni a year or so ago Mr. Gow of the Surveys and Engineering 
Branch made an inspection and suggested temporary repairs 
ich I believe were carried out. I would recommend 
that Mr. Gow make a further inspection and s'bmit 4 report 
whth definite recommendations for a permanent repair job. 


he exterior of the school certainly is in need of painting 
and this was mentioned in my report of May 14th. 


the condition of the floor is bad and authority was granted 
last year to purchase flooring. Material was not available 
and I doubt if Maple flooring can yet be secured. 


The 520 feet of screening should he suppliei. The screens 
will then be repaired and remade at the school. 


. The paint should be suppjied for the exterior of the 
Principal's residence. No mention was made of labor so I 
presume this will be supplied by the school. 


The repair work outlined will involve heavy expense but should 
be undertaken without delay.

With reference to your letter of July I2th and the report 
of Mr Moodie, Fire Inspector, I am unable to find anyone willing to 
underteke the recommendations in section 4 of the report, namely, 
putting extra protection under the kitchen stove. For your informatio 
I may say that our kitchen stove is some twenty feet long, three feet 
high end three feet wide and it is set in a concrete base. The floor 
in front of the stove is protected by thick metal. If Mr Moodie's 
advice is followed we will have to have a new kitchen stove as this 
one will not stand any moving. 


Shortly afger taking up my appointment in July 1945 I asked 
Inspector A.G. Hamilton to hawe the schcol roof fixed, the eaves 
re~built and the exterior of the school painted. I repeated this 


request in May of 1946 and still nothing has been done. The roof 
eaks badly and the rain is spoiling every ceiling on the top storey. 
f rain is able to come in it is obvious that heat can go out and we 
ere still attempting to heat the building with a boiler which blew a 
section in 1938. During the winter we burn a ton and a half of coal 
a day and yet we hear criticism about the cold building. Can 
something be done about this?

As pointed out in my letter dated August 28, the 
new roof was for the top aree only and not for the steep sides. 
This area does need painting and in connection with this Mr. 
Baker writes as follows: 


: "One coat of paint applied to fourth story of school 
building, trim and window sashes,(not includ storm-sashes) 
including rubbing off rust spots; labor only #120.00. Second 
coat as above $75.00. 


We have very carefully inspected this roof and it is 
firm opinion one coat would do a good job here. There are 
actually very few rust spots, what appears to be rust is the 
old red paint. I believe there is no object in loading sheet 
metal with too much paint, as it has been my experience that it 
peels and blisters under the sun. However should you desire 
two coats I will apply the second coat for $75.00. 


We paint storm-sashes at the rate of 90% per hour 
(labor only) replacing putty and glass where necessary. The 
condition of these is so variable that it is difficult to 
form a satisfactory estimate.” 


There is a large area to cever and you will note it 
is around the fourth story of the building. A difficult and 
dangerous place to work. I consider the price for labor of 
$120.00 very reasonable. 
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This metal sloping roof wes painted red before and 
no doubt it would be best to stay with that color-perhaps 
tending to a maroon rather than bright red. I understand 
special paint is required for: metal. 
‘The surface to be covered consists approximately of 
5,000 square feet and the Painter,Mr.Baker states it will require 
16 gallons. I would suggest that four, 5 gallon tins be

This bulding is one of the 
original frame building of 1539 first erected 
in Elkhorn, saved frou the fire of 1695, then 
moved here in 1897 when the present main 
milding was erected. When the classrooms 
were constructed in 1945-44 the poor condition 
of the top floor evidently escaped notice. 

The ceilings in the classrooms ape wallboard." 


The roof referred to ig not the roof on the main building 
but rather on an outbuilding which some years ago was converted 
inte three classrooms. I have no doubt the roof could be 
re-inforeed by installing extra rafters or taken off altogether 
and replace with all new material. I pointed out some year ago 
that the building was cold and might be greatly improved by 
two layers of paper, wired and stuccoed, 
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I hardly think it necessary to send out @ man from 
the Surveys and Engineering Branch just to check on this 
pbuilding but if there is other work in this Province for 
which his services are requized then this could be done 
at the same time. 4

In the last report submitted by the Provincial Fire 
Inspector in connection with the Elkhorn School he recommended that 
the kitchen range be placed on a cement base. Mr. Ziegler of the 
Central Sheet Metal Works, Brandon, looked the situation over late 
last fall when he was putting a new roof on the school but was 
unable to determine just what work would be required to carry out the 
Inspector's instructions. 


When I was in Brandon this week I interviewed Mr. Moody, 
Fire Inspector, in company with Mr, Ziegler and he is still of the 
opinion that his recommendation should be observed. He would like 
the stove removed and a proper base provided by placing first - a 
sheet of asbestos over which there should be placed a sheet of 
metal and he requests that this be covered with 2 or 3 inches of 
strong cement. Mr. Ziegler is prepared to do the work but he is 
unable to give a price, The stove will have to be disconnected 
from the hot water tank and it may be necessary to take out some of 
the floor and put in some reinforcement before the cement can be 
put down. 

Mr. Ziegler stated he was prepared to do the work, if 
so instructed, and would submit his account showing prices and 
quantity of material used, He would also submit time sheets in 
regards to hours and rate of pay. The Department, of course, are 
aware that it may be necessary for Mr. Ziegler to make two trips 
from Brandon to Elkhorn, a distance of around 65 miles one way, and, 
of course, he will expect all expenses both in relation to board, 
room and mileage. 


I would appreciate authority to engage My. Ziegler to 
carry out this work as recommended by the Provincial Fire Inspector.

I 
have no doubt a new boiler is needed. I would recommend that 
a qualified engineer visit this school and make a thorough 
investigation of the heating system and report on the advisa- 
bility of a new boiler.

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Te linoleum on the steps leading from the basement to the 
dormitories is breaking in many places - right angle metal should 
be supplied so that the edges of the linoleum can be fastened down.

Mr. Baker of Elkhorn covering this work,as well as the painting of 
the school roof referred to above in section one. I am enclosing 
a copy of Mr. Baker's quotation, 


I know this list of repairs and requirements is long and 
will involve considerable expense. However, the Department is 
well aware that this is an old school and has reached the stage 
where extensive repairs cannot be avoided. I have listed the major 
requirements and recommend that all be favourably considered.

Attached please find a copy of Inspector Jenkins 
report, a copy of which I am also sending to our Office in 
Ottawa, 


I have long considered these faults as our greatest 
fire hazard in this building, in fact mentioned it to 
Mr. Wallace when he was here last June, My suspicions 
were proven a few days ago when the ‘short’ occured in the 
boiler room and would have been much more serious had it 
not happened that the Farmer walked into the room when 
it was still dark in the morning and spotted the trouble 
between two sheets of the tin on the ceiling. I am very 
thankful no damage was done. 


I would also like to report that the Engineer and I 
made a thorough test of all fire stations, doors and bells 
yesterday adjusting the bells to give a maximum ring but 
there was the one at the head of the main front stairs 
on the second floor was, even after we tried to adjust it, 
very poor. Otherwise everything operated satisfactorily 
but we noted the bells were scarcely audible in the two 
dormatories on the second floor, if the communication doors 
were closed, 


In closing may I remind you that I am in urgent need 
of some more 'blue sheets',

Chief Bignell and Councillor Constant from The Pas Band 
called at my office December 30th and complained re conditions 
at Elkhorn School - conditions, which they stated, developed 
since Mr. Dixon left. They were leaving that night for Elkhorn 
and I promised I would inspect the sohool during the first week 
in January. I have just returned from my inspection to-day. 
The complaints listed by the Chief and Councillor were as follows: 


1. Clothing poor - supply of socks insufficient - no rubbers, 
no mitts, no overshoes for the girls - no caps for the boys. 


2. Children with head lice. 


3. No proper toilet soap and as the water is very hard the 
children's hands were rough and sore. 


The milk was like water and the supply very limited. 
Food in short supply - no butter or eggs. 


Girl's feet froze and had to be amputated - another girl 
froze fingers and nails came off. 


A boy punished and not fed for two weeks. 

No lard or ‘butter on the table. 

Parcels sent to kids not delivered when received. 
10.Jam ete., spread too thin. 
11.No change of clothing since Mr. Dixon left. 
12.Bedding not clean and no pillow cases. 


I will report on the complaints in the order as set down 
above: ° 


1. Ghildren have stockings and socks. Boys wear boots but 
neither boys nor girls have rubbers nor overshoes. None of 
the senior boys are provided with heavy gum rubbers - a type 
of footwear usually provided at all schools. I consider 
rubbers and overshoes essential. 


Both boys and girls have had head lice and boys also have 
body lice. The girls are reported clean now - the boys are 
not in this fortunate condition. This condition should not 
exist. 


Toilet soap is usually Hig eae but there is none at present. 
There ig liquid soap and chunks of pink and white Castile 
soap but the children claim the soap is strong and in hard 


water it makes their hands rough and sore. A good toilet soap |” 


(hard water) should be provided. qh 
® 
¥ 
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Fone supply of milk amounts to about 80 pounds a day or 32 
quarts. The milk is from Holstein cows and after it is put 
through a separator it looks like milky water. The children 
do not get the equivalent to a cup a day, in fact, scarcely 
enough for the morning porridge. Dry whole milk should be 
supplied to supplement for that produced at the school. All 
children should have at leat a cup at noon instead of cold 
water and, in addition, enough for their porridge. It should 
be whole milk - not skim milk. 


The short supply of food to me appeared as follows: 


a. No butter 
b. Lard - but spread on too spariugly 
@. Jam, peanut butter etc., - used too sparingly. 


I think the children get enough potatoes, bread and stew with 
a fair amount of good meat. They get no eggs, canned tomatoes 
or raw fruit. 


Two girls ran away from the school and when found it was dis- 

covered that the one girl had her foot badly frozen. The toe 

nails came off but are growing back on and the skin is healed 

and appears healthy. The other girl's fingers were not frozen 
- enough to reauire any medical attention. 


The boy referred to was punished by the Principal and sent to 
bed without supper. He only missed one meal. 


Lard is spread on the bread before it comes to the table. 


One parcel though to be a Christmas present was kept until 
Christmas and then handed out with other Christmas parcels. 
This parcel was not meant for Christmas and, of course, should 
have been given as soon as received, 


Jam and other spreads issued too sparingly. 
Clothing is changed each week - on bath night. 


Boyst sheets washed one week and the girls' the next week. 
A few pillow cases are missing. I understand the allotment 
ran short but a new supply is expected. 


I think most of the trouble is due to staff shortage and 
unless a change takes place I am sure many of The Pas Indians will 
take their children home. Councillor Constant took his four when 
he left on New Year's day. There should be no delay in appointing: 


1. A Principal, who understands and is sympathetic towards children. 
2. A Matron, with practical nursing experience. 
3. A Laundry Matron. 


Unless the above staff is supplied I know we cannot please the 
parents nor can we keep the school repaired and clean. 


On the boy's side one toilet is broken and two others loose 
and leaking. All the clothes hooks are broken off the wall. The 
bathtubs on the boy's side are very dirty and the new ones installed 
a couple of years ago now look as bad as the old ones. Many of the 
bed springs are sprung and badly broken and should be renewed. 


The Boy's Supervisor, Mr. Stone, is not well and in my 
epinion physically unfit to stand the work and the strain of his 
position. He is sincere and anxious to do well but the position 
demands an active healthy man.

I consider three fire extinguishers necessary - one for the 
furnace room, one for the engine room and one for the supply room 
located in the basement. 


-over- 
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The sewing machines number six and all have been repeatedly 
repaired for years until now they are almost useless. I recommend 
- that two machines be supplied. 


The floors are very bad in the boy's playroom, sewing room, 
dormitories and in the kitchen. New floors are required - in some 
instances perhaps they can be covered with Battleship linoleum.

In the kitchen sufficient hot water is not available. A 
second hot water tank should be attached to the range ~- to do this 
we will reauire a water front for a McClary Chief Range and a tank. 
It will be necessary to engage a plumber to make the installation. 


Mrs. Scott, the cook, requested that sufficient masonite be 
supplied to cover the work tables and also requested a new sink for 
the table. 


~ 


Mr. Stoddart is sincere but I think cannot measure up to the 
responsibility or is afraid to act, fearing he has no authority. 
There is some clothing on hand but he states Mr. Dixon told him it 
was for next fall. He also haS,a fair amount of jam and peanut 
butter etcetera but, again, appeared afraid to make any change such 
as to use an extra can of jam or extra lard. The dry milk purchased 
by the Commission has all been used yet no effort made to replace 
at once - the children go without. There should be supplied at 
least - 75 to 100 pounds of dry milk per month along with what is 
produced on the farm. 


As I said Mr. Stoddart is doing the best he can but in my 
opinion this is not good enough. He was not aware that the horses 
and cows were all keptin one barn and that the horse barn was not 
in use. He failed to give me within ten of the total in residence. 
He was not aware that a girl attendings the town High School wrote 
Christams exams and, in fact, failed in some of her subjects. 


I pointed out a cardboard basket full of paper and waste 
matter in the boy's dormitory and requested it be removed and a 
tin container provided. The next morning the box was still untouched. 
I also warned Mr. Stone of the fire hazard and he promised to carry 
out my request. 


I do not think any school can be run long without a principal, 
a@ matron and a laundry matron. Unless these positions can be filled 
without delay I am afraid some of the present staff, already over- 
worked, will leave and if this happens I fail to see how the school 
can be kept in operation. I consider the situation serious and the 
needs listed above must be met and without delay. 


I probably should add, not as any threat but merely as 
information given to me in a statement by Chief Bignell, namely, that 
if there is no change in two weeks he will take his children home and 
so will many others. These Indians are fairly intelligent and the 
Chief reasonable, but I firmly believe he means business and will not 
hesitate to remove his children.

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: Mr. Stoddart stated he had received no letter from 
le. Turner concern the report submitted by the Dietitian. I 
would request that either the Department or Mr, G. R. Turner, 
Indian School Administration, M.S.C.C., write Mr. Stoddart 
inmegiately inatrieting birnat use food and clothing on hand as 
reqiired and, furthermore, t at least 200 pounds of dry milk 
be purchased immediatety. The Acting Principal should also be 
authorized to purchase at least a SO dozen erate of eggs twice a 
month.

I wes at Elkhorn School yesterday, with Mr. 
Neale, of the firm of Neale, Stothard & Chapman. We found 
the Chief MeClary heavy duty range in serious need of re- 
pair. Both fire boxes need relining and one a new water- 
front. 


The flat rim sink, located in one end of the 
work table, is badly chipped, and leaks. This enamel flat 
rim sink should be replaced. 


Three toilet bowls need to be installed. Crane's 
have just shipped the six complete units, which order was 
placed by Ottawa last April. The present water closet flush 
tanks are copper, and Placed on the wall near the ceiling. 
These are past repairing, and this type cannot be replaced. 
The china watertanke, as you no doubt know, break very 
eesily. I have tried to locate steel, two coat enamel, low- 
down tanke, hoping to make an exchange, but none are avail- 
able at present. If Mr. Neale can locate, and supply the 
steel watertanks, mey I allow him to take, in exchange, 
three of the china tanks now on hand? The steel enamel 
coated tanks may chip, but will not break, and in my Opinion, 
are the only ones suitable for any of our schools. 


You will note, the cost with board, is given 
as $275.00. Mr. Neale told me that this may vary slightly, 
due to the necessity of making changes in material, and 
unforseen difficulties in repairing old, out-dated equip- 
ment. In view of the amount of money involved, I would 
like approval by wire. 
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The water front I purchased from General Steel 
$s0.00 and that will be extra. It will amount to about

In a repair job of this nature, where the 
equipment is old and out-dated, it is difficult to get a 
definite quotation. 


I would appreciate having authority to do this 
work, on the understanding that the total expense will not 
exceed $325.00, in relation to plumbing, repairing the 
range, and supplying additional hot water.

Re: Elkhorn School 


The newly appointed Principal was expected to 
arrive in the near future, nevertheless, I visited the 
school. 


It is rather difficult to describe the 
atmosphere of this institution - depressing would probably 
be the suitable word. The only bright spot was the kitchen 
and the staff room. The toilets were filthy and so were 
the dormitories. The Acting Principal can hardly be blamed 
as he could not make many improvements for he was expecting 
the Principal any day. It is rather an accumulation of 
many years of mismanagement than immediate negligence. I 
fear that the attendance will continually dwindle due to 
these horrible conditions. Toilet and bath facilities are 
inadequate. There are but four bathtubs for the girls 
while there are but three toilet bowls for the boys - 
exclusive of the one in the dormitory. I am satisfied 
that sanitary conditions of this school are a menace to 
health and are certainly not conducive to training these 
young people the importance of health. 


Classroom Block 


The classroom is built over the root cellar. It 
is an old building that has been repaired many times. The 
foundation seems to be disintegrating, the central portion 
having dropped several jnches. The roof leaks badly; the 
window sills are decaged the lighting is unsatisfactory - 
the windows being plaéed far apart and are too small. 


The hot-air furnace is in the root cellar. It 
can readily be imagined the odour being pumped into these 
rooms both summer and winter. 


If this school is to continue to operate a class- 
room block of four rooms should be built immediately, while 
the interior of the main building should be completely done 
over. 


There is one classroom in the main building. This 
junior room appeared well organized. The permit teacher, 
Miss Fry, is enthusiastic and has a pleasant personality. 
This Indian girl would make a splendid teacher should she 
take training. 


Repairs to the present classroom block would be a 
waste of money.

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While in The Pas the Indians seemed to complain 
bitterly about the condition of this school and apparently 
refused to send their children. For this they can hardly 
be blamed, Definitely something should be done and done 
immediately, to either better the conditions of this school 
or close it completely.

During the course of a boiler inspection at the 
Elkhorn Indian School, Mr. Moodie, our inspector at 
Brandon reports that he noted a hot water tank 8' x 44" 
dia. was leaking at the bottom back corner along the 
rivet seam. This has caused the bottom part of the shell 
to deterioriate. 


Also, the tank and the jacket heater used for 
heating hot water in the tank is badly scaled. There is 
no means of entering this tank in order to clean the seale 
out or plugs in the jacket heater to provide for cleaning 
~~ oses, In view of the fact that this tank is approx- 

ely 20 years old, it is recommended that it along with 
the jacket heater be replaced with a new one. 


For your information, there is the possibility of 
a plate in the jacket heater becoming overheated and if the 
circulation of the water were to stop, it would cause the 
pressure to rise in which an explosion may be the results,

I am in receipt of your commnication of the 16th instant regarding 
the notice and demand for taxes for school purposes levied by the Village of 
Elkhorn against the Indian School Residence situated on part K-L, Plan 76, 
Village of Elkhorn, and note your suggestion that we send the notice to the 
Dominion Government as owners of the land. 


You are no doubt aware as well as we are that lands owned by the 
Dominion Government are exempt from Municipal taxes as such. 


But you should also be aware that the occupier of such lands is 
liable for taxation for school purposes, and as this point of law has been 
established for some years in this particular case at least, I am rather sur- 
prised to have it challenged in the present instance, 


Your files from the School here should show that this tax has been 
paid each year at Elkhorn since 1940 at least. 


And further than that, the Municipal Council has not the authority 
to exempt such property from taxation for school purposes when occupied for 
any other purpose other than strictly government business. 


I am sending the tax notice again to the Principal of the school 
here and trust that this will clear up the situation.

On receipt of this letter from Mr,Cushing 
Mr, Smart wired you suggesting that you go to 
Hlkhorn and arrange for the school site. On the 
12th Jtine,1897, you wired “have arranged for Hlk- 
horn school site satisfactorily;" and on the 27th 
July,1898, you wrote the Department a letter on 
the subject, a copy of which I now enclose, 

If you will refer to the copy you will 
see that you described the land for which you 
transmitted the titles to the Department as "Virstly* 
the two quarter-sections, and “secondly” the lots, 
And you went on to say that the land described under 
“firstly” had “been transferred to Her Majesty in 
exchange for the old lkhorn farm," 

This bears out Mr,Cushing's contention 
that the section which formed the old farm was 
exchanged for the two quarter-sections, But you 
do not mention what, the land described under 


“secondly* had been transferred to the Crown in 


exchange for; and hence the guestion arises were

the Crown, or were they.-as Mr,Cushing alleres-

There does not appear to have been any 
formal agreement in the matter; and the correspon- 
dence of record in the Department fails to show 
clearly the terms of the understanding upon which 
the exchange was effected, Neither does there 
appear to be a complete record in the Indian 
office at Winnipeg, The inference is that the 
agreement which was made at the conference which 
you had with Mr.Cushing at Blkhorn was not com- 
mitted to paper, and that through a clerical error 
a paragraph was omitted from your letter of the 
27th July,1898, which would have left no doubt as 
to the terms upon which the lots were secured, 

My impression after carefully examining 
the recorda is that the old farm was exchanged for 
the two quarter sections solely, an? that it must 
have been intended to have given a Quid pro gue 
for the town lots, as a portion of the town pro- 
perty was, it appears, purchased from one Gavagnah 
by Cushing for the purposes of the transfer. The

ence, howeve, took the position that the old farm 
was given as a full compensation for the town 
property as well as for the quarter“ecections; and 
that position having been taken cannot now be 
abandoned upon the strength of an impression. The 
only way to dispose of the matter is to have from 
youa statement of the understanding which you had 
with Mr,Cushing,.

At the present time this School hes approximately 
320 acres attached to a teeth than half of which, owing to sloughs, 


bluffs, ground occupied the scattered location of buildings, eto 
is capable of being brought under cultivation. Ae a farm of 

thie kind and area is quite incapable of producing the amount of 
grain, hay, and other green feed, roots,vegetables etc,, required 
for the upkeep of the School, I have been instructed to recommend 


to you that at least an additional half section of land be secured 
for this puspose, 


In former years when this School was operated under 
the direction of the Diocese of Rupert's Land, it was found 
necessary to rent additional land from year to year. The adopt- 
ion of a similar course. now, however, is one which, for many 
reasons does not appeal with any favour to the members of our 


Commission and they hope that the land required may be secured 
through purchase, 


Mr, J.A. Machray of Winnipeg owns a half section of 
land which is situated close to the present School property, and 
being suitable from the standpoint of grazing and cultivation, 
might be securéd for this purpose . It is known as the East

half of Section 32,Township 11, Range 28, West 1M, Our 
Commission underétand that the land is for sale on very reason=- 
able terms, and would beg to recommend that steps be taken to 
secure it for the purpose mentioned in order that fences may be 
repaired or erected, and due preparation made of the fields with 
a view to securing a crop next year.

The farm which adjoins the present School land on the 
West wes offered for sale last year at the rate of $30. per r 
acre if paid in cash, and at the gate of $35, an acre if paid 
on time, In taking those figures as a guide to the value at 
which owners assess their land in that district our Commission

MEMORANDUM RE LANDS AT THE ELEKHORN 
INDIAN RESIDENTIAL SCHOOL. 


In 1891, the Department purchasedfrom the Rev. E. F. Wilson, 
for the purposes of the Elkhorr Indian Residential School, Lots 4 
to 11, in Block 2, and Lots 1 to 8, in Block 3, Plan 2939, town of 
Birtle. (Abstract of Title entered under 314.) The purchase price 
was $1,548.64. This was the site of the first school which was 
burned in 1895. Before rebuilding, it was decided to secure 4 
better site. 


On October 6, 1898, an Order in Council set apart Sec. 35, T. 
11, RB. 29, W. P., for the purposes of the Indian Industrial School 
at Elkhorn. This section had been relinquished by the C. P. R. for 
this purpose - the consideration being other lands. It was in error 
that this section was set aside for the Indian School. It was 
acquired for a trade with a Mr. Wilcox, who owned land which was 
suitable. P. C. 2914, of December 30, 1698, rescinded the earlier 
©. CG. and set apart, under Sec. 31, of the Dominion Lands Act, - 


(a) The S. W. } of Sec. 4, and the S. E. % of Sec. 5, 
T, 12, R. 28, W.P., excepting 4-1/5 a. in seo. 
which comprised the C. P. R. right of way. 


(b) Lots 1, 2 and 3, in Block H. and all of Blocks 
K. & Le, in the town of Birtle. 


The certificates of Title for the parcels in A. and the deed 
for the parcels in B. were forwarded to the Interior Department 
with our 116823 of October 31, 1898 (Interior Dept. File 178746). 
fhe parcels mentioned in A. had been owned by W. J. Wilcox, who 
was given a patent, by the Interior Department, to Section 35, 
which had been inadvertently set apart. The town lots mentioned 
in B., which are the actual site of the school buildings, were a 
free gift from the town of Birtle or the Cc. P. R., or both, on 
account of the location of the Indian School at Birtle. These town 
lots were deeded on July 7, 1897, to the Federal Crown and were 
{neluded when the Department of the Interior set apart lands for 
the school. It later developed that there had been a misunder- 
standing regarding the trade with Wilcox, and a Mr. Cushing, who 
acted for him, having pointed this out, received a special pay- 
ment of $506.50 in lieu of the fact that the original town lots, 
oe purchased from Wilson in 1891, were not deeded to his 
client. 


Order in Council of May 5, 1904, approved of a trade between 
the C. P. R. and the Department, whereby the N.+ of L.S. 14 of the 
N.W. + of Sec. 33, 7. 11, R. 28, W.P (20 acres) was given to the 
Department for the purposes of the Elkhorn School, for a consider- 
ation of $150, and for 4.28 acres in the S.W.% of Sec. 4, 7.12, 
R.28, which was deeded to the C. P. R. as & gravel pit. A des- 
eription of this gravel pit will be found on this file. 


In 1901, it developed that the old town lots, the site of the 
original school, were not really required any longer. 0. C. of 
April 23, 1906, authoriged the Superintendent General to dispose 
of these lots. They were advertised for sale in January, 1913, 
and were sold by auction on April 21, 1917. The sale of Lot 1, 
Block 3, was cancelled and the land resumed by the Department, 
and on November 27th, 1924, the sale of Lots 2 to 8, Block 
3, and Lots 5 to 11, Block 2, was cancelled and the 
land resumed by the Department. (The sale of Lot 4, Block 2, 
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was completed and the land patented to the purchaser in 
August 1921. (19675). 


On October 22, 1919, the property of the 
Elkhorn Industrial School, excepting those lots in Blocks 
2 and 3 (which the Department was trying to sell) was trans- 
ferred by the Department of Indian Affairs to the Soldier 
Settlément Board by Order in Council. The property was as

I am advised by our Acting Principal that Government 
surveyors have been working on the school property, making a 
preliminary survey for improvements to Noe 1 Highway. It is 
claimed that the proposed road will cut right across the school 
garden, within 50' of the residence. 


I have taken this matter up with Inspector Hamilton 
who has no further information beyond the fact that a preliminary 
survey is being made. As the location of this school is difficult 
enough at the present time,in view of its proximity both to the 
railroad and the highway, we feel that energetic protests should 
be made against any change which would virtually leave it sitting 
on the highways With all the open prairie to deal with it should 
surely be possible to carry this highway further away from the 
school instead of cutting across its very garden.

I am advised by our Acting Principal that Government 
surveyors have been working on the school property, making a 
preliminary survey for improvements to No. 1 Highway, It is 
Claimed that the proposed road will cut right across the school 
garden, within 50° of the residence. 


I have taken this matter up with Inspector Hamilton 
who has no further information beyond the fact that a preliminary 
survey is being made. As the location of this sehool is difficult 
enough at the present tine, in view of its proximity both to the 
railroad and the highway, we feel that energetic protests should 
be made against any change which would virtually leave it sitting 
on the highway, With all the open prairie to deal with it should 
surely be possible to carry this highway further away from the 
sehool instead of cutting across its very garden. 


I trust that it may be possible to make strong represent- 
ations in the proper quarter so that the interests of the school may 
be safeguarded in any action that is taken.

Dear Dr, Keenleyside: 


It has been brought to the attention of our Department 
of Industry and Commerce that the Indian Residential School in 
Elkhorn, Manitoba, has been closed, and that the buildings hous- 
ing the school are to be disposed of by your Department. At the 
request of residents of Elkhorn, our Department of Industry and 
Commerce is endeavouring to locate manufacturers who may be in- 
terested in securing the use of these buildings. 


The Indian Affairs Branch in Winnipeg informs me, however 
that all heating and other equipment will be removed from the 
building at the end of June. It would appear that the buildings 
would be much better suited to manufacturing purposes if the pre- 
sent equipment were to remain installed, The Department of Indus-~- 
try and Commerce would be reluctant to take any further action 
with respect to locating other individuals interested in using 
the buildings unless it had some reasonable period of time in 
which to work. 


It is possible that the efforts of this Department may 
result in either the sale or rent of the premises to some inter~ 
ested party. For this reason it would be of considerable assist~ 
ance if removal of the equipment were to be delayed for some 
weeks, 


Should it be possible to delay action, I would be grate-~- 
ful if you would give some indication of the length of time which 
you could allow the Department in order that examination of the 
possible uses of the buildings and negotiations for their occup- 
ancy could be carried on, Departmental officials feel a minimum 
ef five to six weeks would be necessary if this were possible 
without causing any inconvenience to your Department. I should 
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point out that our officials are not particularly 


optimistic with respect to the prospects of finding 
an industrial use for these particular buildings 


but are of the opinion that a reasonable effort 
should be made. 


I would appreciate any comments you 


would care to make regarding this matter.

I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter of the 
uth inet. with reference to the purehase of draft horses 
for Elkhorn Residential School, stating you had written 
to the Principal informing him that I wae being authorized 
to purchase what I considered necessary. In your letter 
of the 1ith March, to me, you informed me that the Depart- 
ment hes glready purchased four work horsee and one driver 
for this Institution, and that a further request for six 
additional horses was made. Is there not some mistake? 


Mr. Inepector Murieon was sent down to the Elkhorn 
School last week, to enquire into the situation there, 
and he telle me the only horses on the place are three 
draft horses- one team weighing between 2800 and 3000 
pounds, and another odd horse, weighing between 1600 and 
1700 pounds, which is not a mate for either of the other 
two, and is the wrong type of horse entirely for this school, 
in fact there is nothing to mate him. The three horgees, in 
his opinion, are unsuitable for an Inetitution of this kin, 
being altogether too heavy; in which Opinion, I quite con- 
cur. Horses weighing about 1300,or 2600 to a team, ie what 
was needed here; these are known as general-purpose type 
of horees. 

If you heve not made a mistake in saying five horses 
have already been purchased, I would only have recommended 
the purchase of one more herse, and sell the big horee; but 
I feel there is some mistake. What I would suggest, and what 
I propose doing, is to sell the big horse; that is if we 
couldfind anyone to buy him, which I doubt very much, and 
buy four more horses, meking @ix in all. If he hes six work 
horees and one driver, this is all they require.

I will now submit the facts about the purchase 
of the Cowes and a Bull for Elkhorn Indian Residential School 
by me in October 1923. 

In the letter of the 22nd March,1923,from the 
Department,I wae told to secure the advice of the Superin- 
tendent of the Experimental Farm at Brandon. I went to Elk- 
horn on or about the 4th April 1923,and my report of the 10th 
April,1923 shows what I did.. After I had finished the pur- 
chase of the Horses,Seed Grain,Feed Oats and Implements &c., 
I told Mr. G.M.Shaw,the farmer who wa® at Elkhorn then, that 
I wes instructed to buy 20 Gows for the School,and 1 Bull, 
type Holetein preferred,I wanted an expression of opinion 
from him,he wae candid and stated that he thought the Short 
Horn,milk strain,wes the type that would best suit the ser- 
vice of the Sehool,I noted this opinion,this animal he stated 
would be the best type to use for instructing Indian pupils 
in the care of cattle,which is an important matter in the 
training and educating of the Indian boys. I then returned 
to Winnipeg, 

I may say that I was at this time endeavoring 
to determine what would be the best type of animal. I celled 
on Mr. W.W.Fraser,the Provincial Live Stock Commissioner,and 
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I told him jus after,he introduced me to Mr.5S. 
G.Sims,who at y connected with Mr. We 
t the gentlemen.

After this TI acain met Mr. Fraser,the result was that 
I decided that I would be wise to do business with Mr. Sims, 
who was now free from the Provincial Government,and in doing 
go I deemed it was wise to be guided by the opinion of these 
men who were experienced and had good judgement in this kind 
of business. 
Then Mr. Sims picked up good cows from different farm- 
ers,in good condition and in the shape,ss to calving &c. that 
I have mentioned above. In due course he secured the 20 cows, 
in about 9 or 10 weeks. He assembled them at Stohewall. 
At the time arranged, Mr. Fraser was good enough to 
come with me to examine the animals,after making @ thorough 
examination he expressed the opinion that I had @ splendid 


ma bunch 
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bunch of Cows,and good value for the money to be paid for 
them,he also stated that this bunch was as good as he had 
seen for a long time,and could and would be the basis of 
making an Al herd,if they were cared for and handled rdght, 
and that he had no doubt as to the service,they would give, 
being satisfactory in every way. This opinion from such a 
man made me feel that I had procured the best type of animal 
that I could desire for Elkhorn School. 

The Cows were shiyped forthwith and arrived safely in 
due course at Elkhorn. Rev'd. ¥.Eley writing to me on the 
27-th October,1923,makes the following statement; 

"I am personally highly delighted with them (the cows) and 
" agree with you that we have a fine herd." 

With the 20 Cows I shipped a fine young Bull,Short 
Horn,milk strain,he hae his papera,and comes of good stock. 
He cost $225.00,and is considered to be a fine fellow. 

Since these cows arrived at Elkhorn we have added a 
very fine crop of calves, 19 calves are living,and 1 was 
porn dead,from injuries in transit I understand. These calve 
are classed as very good,seversal of them being excellent I 
am informed. This shows that we had procured good cows of as 
sured motherhood, umakxabkert 

might also state ‘ze vhas Mr. Sims told me ee he 
could get me cows a rom #22 to 350.00,but he said that he 
would not advice tm purchabeeaninals " 

I have also several opinions as to the cows I bought, 
one from a pretty large dealer,and he tolé me,and he did not 
know what I paid,that the cows I had were worth from $70.00 
to 90,00 each,and that they could not be bought for a cent 
less. The cows I purcahsed cost $85,00 on an average 

“I have made inquiry as to the cost of such animals,as 
I got,today,and I wm informed that you could not get them, in 
the same condition in every way,for less than from$65.to $85 

Mr. Eley,the frincipal,informs me that Dr. Westgate 
recently visited Elkhorn,that he has seen the cows and the 
calves,and has expressed himself to the effect that he was 
much pleased with the whole outfit. 

The farmer at Elkhorn is a graduate of Guelph Agricult 
al College,and his opinion is that we have a fine bunch that 
are very suitable for the service of the School. 

I may also state that I inquired about Holstetn,but I 
wes not encouraged about them and felt that it would be a 
risky and doubtful matter to get such type,and the cost was, 
for good stuff,a higher cost,cheap Holstein is very doubtful 
stuff to deal in I am informed. 

SineeIreceived your letter,to which this is a reply,f 
have called up Mr. Praser,end he has reitereated the opinion 
that he expressed when he and I went to Stonewall to ezamine 
the cows I bought before shipment. He also stated that these 


cows 
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cows were worth every cent that they cost,and that for 
similar animals the cost could not be bettered today,I 
have faith in this man's knowledge of this business,not 
because it favors my action,but because I believe that 
he knows what he is talking about/He is straight man 
who is not afraid to state his opinion fairly and clear. 
ly,and his opinion is not any hearsay when he speske in 
connection with cows or bulls,he speaks from experience 
and his practical knowledge about such matters. 

I hope I have clearly and fully answered your 
lettef, I exercised every tare to get a type of animal 
that was satisfactory to the service to be served,I also 
exercised care that I would not pay more than what such 
an animel was worth,and I feel that my action is confirm- 
ed by men of experience who know all the facts and the 

animals I bought ythere is no hearsgy at all.

Another matter where I found an absolute 
waste and unwarranted expenditure was in the purchase 
of the milk cows for this institution. We have got 
20 very ordinary shorthorns, ranging in age from four 
to ten years. These cows are only giving a quantity 
of milk today that one would expect to get from about 
eight cows, I think the average is about 3+ quarts per 
cow per day, and this quantity will reduce to about 
half this amount in a month's time, so you can see the 
position we are in in regard to this matter. The 
cows can be replaced today for $30.00 each. Bad 
judgement was also shown there in the purchase of 
horses, and three prices were paid for them. 


It is a serious mtter that this mistake 
was made regarding the cows, because we are feeding 
today, 20 cows where perhaps 12 properly selected 
animals would supply the necessary milk that is re- 
quired. The hay and feed problem here is a serious 
one, and I believe at the present time we have got 
more animals around the place than we can possibly 
find feed for. Dr. Westgate was up there the other 
day asking me to provide fencing for a small hay 
slough that is there. I examined the slough and there 
is no hay there, it is growing this wire grass which 
animals will not eat; they might get a couple of loads 
of hay off it but this would not warrant making a fence. 


Bong before the purchase of these cows I 
wrote to the Department, and also spoke to Inspector 
Bunn, who was instructed to deal with the whole problem, 
with regard to the importance of buying suitable cows 
for thie institation in view of the fact that the number 
be have to be limited on account of the shortage of 

eed. 


There has been a serious blunder made in 
connection with the re-establishing of this institution 
and it is starting out under a heavy handicap for which, 
in my opinion, there is no excuse.

I have your letter of the 4th of 
July, in which you refer me to your letter of the 
Ith of June. In reply would say that your letter 
of the 7th of June did not reach this office until 
the 2nd of July, and I, naturally, aid not have it 
before me when I wrote you on the 30th of June or 
I certainly would have referred to it. 


I have read your letter of the 7th 
of June very carefully, and it has not altered my 
opinion in the very slightest degree tegarding the 
stock at #lkhorn. I have confidence in Mr. Murison's 
judgement; I have some gonfidence in my own judgement, 
and I am quite satisfied that what has been reported 
to you would be borne out by any reliable stockman. 
You knew well before you gave the commission to 
Mr. Bunn to purchase this stock that he was not 
competent to do the work. The Department were called 
upon to buy & team of horses for ®isher River, and 
this purchase was entrusted to Mr. Bunn, and the horses 
supplied were absolutely unsuitable, one being a heavy 
horse, almost a Clyde, and the other @ pony. He 
certainly got the worst of that deal, and bought 
gomething that should not have been bought. 


He was instructed, at the time he 
bought this horned stock, to buy horses for the school, 
and we almost got a team of euriosities there; 4 horse 
weighing 1800 lbs. and a mate which died, I am told.

Ig it not convincing enough to you when I 
tell you that during the month of May 16 cows 
produced only 496 gallons of milk, and that we aid 
not get the quality of cows which your letter of 
the 7th of June would {indicate we did. There is 
no sense, to my mind, in carrying on a controversy 
of this kind. If you want this matter investigated 
I will only be too glad to stand by what I have gaid 
and have a thorough satockman go in and make a report. 


My advice to the Department is to let this 


matter stand, and I am merely pointing this out 
so that there will not be 4 recurrence.

I beg to report that the health of your 
cattle is not satisfactory. Premature births and 
abortions have become the rule rather than the exception. 
This condition hae materially reduced this year's crop 
of calves, also the flow of milk has been much lessened. 
You are consuming milk from diseased animals, which 
practice, if not actually dangerous, is certainly not 
to be recommended. I.would also point out that your 
herd has not been subjected to the Tuberculin Test. 

This constitutes @ real menace to the health of the 
School inmates. I may say I find the feeding 
arrangements and sanitation satisfactory. 


I would recommend the disposal of your 
entire stoak, and the thorough disinfection of barns 
as certainly the most satisfactory method of eradicating 
contagious abortione 


In my opinion you should be provided with 
a herd of straight dairy cattle, Holsteins preferred, 
gince it is milk production you require, beef being 
only af minor importance. 


The cost of such a change would not be 
prohibitive, since the present herd would bring a fair 
price on the public market.

your letter of the Gth instant, No. 106-0-14, saying 
that it has been represented that certain agricultural 
implements are required for the Ulkhorn Indian 
Residential School. This is rather a surprise to me, 
as I am under the impression that this school is 
probably better equipped in the way of machinery 
than any school we have and the Department have been 
particularly generous to this institution, 


You ask me to give a list of the 
machinery in order of importance. I may say that 
I cannot see that any machinery is necessary. As 
@ matter of fact, after I received your letter I 
called up the Principal and asked him what was 
required in the way of machinery. We stated that 
the only thing he knew of was @ plow and I am of 
the opinion that this is not necessary. There is 
less than 300 acres under cultivation at this 
school, which means that they should have 150 acres 
io crop each year.During the summer months they are 
ealled upon to summerfallow perhaps 50 acres, end this 
would be about 10 days work for the gang plow, which 
they have on hand. ‘The Principal, when he mentioned 
the fact that he might want a plow, said he would not 
require it this year, so we have it from the Principal 
that he only requires a plow. I may state for your

Alexander Manitoba, Irf\ it he mentions that the amount authoized for 
forty five children does not give everybody satisfaction. He says 
that he has seam obliged to refuse childre& peing admitted and 
there is great discontent among the parents, because he is unable 
to take the Children in kgs school. He informs me that they are 
Two-Thousand Dollars in debt now and there are three persons who 
receive no salary. From our experience of the Boarding and 
Industrial Schools we know that an allowance of Seventy-Béve Dollars 


for the Government Schools is very low, 
Wow if we could as the Father suggested give them the

Sir, 

I wish to ask the Department to grant me & sum 
sufficient to enable me to pay for the nocersary 
outbuildings that I have beon compelled to erect at 
the Port Alexander Boarding School. I wes obliged to 
build a store house 43 x 20. This building was very 
necessary. Under the building 1 built a besement, 
full sise, where we keep cur vogetubles for winter. 
On the first floor is stored othor materiel. Our 
carpenter shop is in the sume building. This 
building cost S¢€00.00. This is a low price, but the 
moterial from the oBd building wes used in tho 
construction. 

I built @ stable 66 x 22 ft. It in necersary, 
pleeed us our school is, so far from civilised sonditions 
for us to keen horses, cows and chickens. In this 
budlding is kept the stock. The c.cst of crecting 
it wae $1000.00, there being used 30,600 feet of 
Lumber. 

I have built a cesspool &c., also iron casing on 
steps of fire escape, and alterations that cost 
about $120.0c in the laundry and changing sise of 
school rooms. 

I have had built a barn 44 x 26 costing $600.00 
The building is used to store grain, hay and other 
fLodder. 


I have elso built a pdggery ©6 x 232 costing $500.00 
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We use part of this buildin, to keep our vehicles 
and implements in, and a portion is left dpen for 
stoek to run under in stormy weather while cut. 

The total cost of these buildings os valued by 
Inspector Semmens is at the least $2620.cc. As my 
deficit is enormous I am compelled to ask the Department 
te roliove me of a portion of my liabilities which have 
all been incurred in corecting these necessary buildings 
Anyone who has had experience in opening of a new 
institution and erecting 211 the buildings and plucing 
everything in working order can appreciate the 
4iffieulty I have had, end how impossible it is fez 
me to make an estimate Of first cost. The cost of 
traneportcetion of material has deen a heavy item 
of expense. Waiting at times for meterial and 
gkilled labor under heavy oxpense of wages lying idle 
contributes to increased cost and cannot be placed 
in un estimate.

You will be pleased to hear that my 
impressions on Fort Alexander Indian Boarding School are 
of the best. I visited the school and surroundings thorough 
ly, saw the children at work, attended a concert prepared 
by them under the direction of the Sisters and studied 
their general behaviour. I must report that everything 
seems to me to be of the highest calibre and I feel sure 
that it would be a pleasure for you to visit this inetitu- 
tion which I consider a credit to the policy of the Depart- 
mente 

I can state that all the children 
speak English with great facility and seem to be proficient 
in their studies. A splendid collection of fancy and plain 
needle work was on exhibition at the School much to the ad» 
miration of the parents and the satisfaction of the staff 
and children. 

The new addition to the building, 
though not completed, is a distinct feature and enhances 
the appearance to a great extent and of course improves the 
accommodation of the institution. 

After the concert above referred to 
and this morning during the Church service I brought to the 
attention of the Indians the work of the Department and you 
realize that it was an easy task for me to do so when the 
improvements made to the school and the results obtained 
are taken into consideration. It was a good opportunity for 
me to speak, as I said to the Indians, of matters about 
which I am perfectly conversant and I must add that it was 
a@ real pleasure for me to commend the work which is being 
carried on here by the Department. The Principal, Rev.¥r 
Bousquet 0O.M.I., and the devoted Oblate Sisters came in of 
course for their share of the praise. 

As a few remarks and requests have 
been made to me I will enclose them on a separate sheet for 
your attention.

wing require painting. Several outbuildings aleo should 
be painted. A boat house for a 32 ft. launch is required. 
The barn which the Department lately ereoted and the 
implement shed erected by the principal complete the out- 
buildinge required. 


The farm ie inadequate and I advised the Rev. 
Pather Bousquet, the Principal, to make a report when 
the inetitution was prepared to do some cleari: end an 
effort to se@oure more land from the reserve would be made. 
The m and pasturage were very good, but field crops 
are inadequate. 


Mechanical plant, house equipment, etc., ie in 
good condition, with the exception of the light generating 
unit. I advised the principal to correspond with the 
Department in thie connection and I see hie letter is 
already on file. Bventually a washer and an extractor 
should be provided for the laundry. 


I believe a mistake wae made when the addition 
to ths building was erected. There are two etoreye in the 
addition, whereas in the main building there are three, 
the roof over the whole being the same level. It might be 
possible, without great expense, to turn the addition into 
@ three sto structure, thue providing two dormitories and 
@ Glaseroom below. 


I purpose chasing two sewing machines, which 
are urgently required, and sending authority to the agent 
to secure 125 ft. of rope, suitable for girle' swings. 


I learned that Inepector Christianson visited the 
school a few weeke before I did, for the purpose of deter- 
mining what painting should be undertaken. He arrived in 
the late evening after dark and left about 2 houre after-

Dear Mr. Graham:- 


Regarding the report that was 
brought to the attention of the Minister, the Honorable 
Mr, Stewart, that, at the time of my visit to Fort 
Alexender last summer in connection with the peinting 
of the school, I did not arrive there until after dark, 
and that 1] requested that the children be zot out of bed 
in order that I might see them - which request was refused 
by the Principal and Sisters - I might say thet in locking 
up my daily journal 1 find that 1 visited this institution 
on Monday, the 9th of June, at the seaeson when the days 
are about the longest. 


I cannot say at just whet time 1 
arrived at Port Alexander School, but at thie time of the 
year it is daylight until between ten and eleven o'clock 
at night, and I can well remember viewing clearly the lay 
of the country, the situation of the buildings and the 
general surroundings; in fact, there was sufficient Light 
to enable one to carry on a came of golf or any other ort- 
deer game. 


I first locked at the Out-buildinge, 
and with the Principal I measured them. We then went inside 
the school and viewed the downstaire roome of the building.

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I made no request to see 
the children. I had no disagreement of any nature 
with the Principal, and I must say thet when 1 left 
the school he acted in a very friendly way and ex- 
pressed the hope that 1 would have a chance to visit 
the schoel again. Evidently what has been rankling 
in hie mind since ie, thet he had estimated for 
$2,000.00 for painting end hed been advised that this 
wae sllowed, but after my visit the appropriation wae 
cut down to $500.00. 


The foregoing remarks are the 
true facts of the case. Wheever made the statements 
referred to in the beginning of my letter did so with 
malicious intent. I consider that 1 treated the schocrl 
very liberally by recommending an expenditure of $500.00 
for painting, and if 1 had te do it over again I would 
not change my mind in any way.

I have the honour to report that during my 
recent trip to Manitoba, I inspected the schools in the 


Clandeboye Agency. 


ANDER RoC. INDIAN RESIDENTIAL SCHOOL. 

At the time of my inspection there were 108 
children in residence. The grades taught range from 1 to 7. 
The work accomplished in the classroom here is very good, and 
I consider the children are receiving an excellent training 
at this school. The girls are taught cooking, general 
housework and sewing. The school throughout is in very good 
repair. 

The crop at the school was very good this 
year. They seeded a total of 130 acres last spring to 
wheat; oats, beans and peas. The oat crop yielded 98 bus. 
to the acre; this is an indication that a good orop can be 
raised in this part of the country. Of course, a lot of 
brushing has to be done before the land oan be put under 
cultivation, Wheat was also raised successfully, but only 
& small quantity was seeded. 

This school own 50 head of cattle; there 
are 15 milk cows in thig herd, and 10 cows were being 
milked at the time of my visit. Chickens and pigs are algo 
kept. 

This institution ie well managed in every

exceptionally good manager, and a first class farmer 

and stock man. Therefore, the older boys receive a good 
training in stock raising and farming. 

Sister St. Charles, the Mother Superior, 
is a very outstanding type of woman, and the girls, in 
opinion, receive an exceptionally good training at this 
institution. I was well impressed with the results being 
obtained by the school on the reserve. As you are aware, 
in many cases, we find that after a girl is out of school 
for a year, she goes back to her old modé@ of living. 
However, this is not the case on this reserve, The girls 
who have attended this echool are good housekeepers and 
keep their homes and children clean and tidy. As I have 
already pointed out in my general report, the homes on 

exceptionally well kept. No doubt the 
nurse who was there for : ear left a good impression; 
the Agent also visits the homes regularly, but the main 
factor in bringing about this condition is the influence 
of the school, and I am sure it is gratifying to the 
Department to know that results are being obtained by 
this institution. 

The children are well cared for and well 
fed. I heard no complaints. The grounds are well kept, 
and @m a whole, I found everything very satisfactory here. 

at the time the clinic was held at this 
school several years ago, it was found that approximately 
ninety children had to have their tonsils removed. 

Dr. Bissett informed me he had already operated on thirty, 
with good results, He is doing the balance at the rate 


of three children per month.

The junior room will accommodate 63 pupils, having 37 
single seats and 13 double. The senior room accommodates 
44, there being 22 double seats. At present there are 
about 120 pupils in residence, but a number are under 
school age. 


The boys’ dormitory is somewhat over-

The peds 
in both dormitories were neatly made, and each child is 
provided with night clothes and a towel.

{The sewing room is well equipped, and the 
girls do some splendid work. ‘They make all their own 
clothes and also many required by the boys, such as shirts, 
nightgowns, and pants. A good treining is obtained in this 
department and one which is very useful in later life. 

The laundry is well equipped. The wash- 
ing is all] done by hand power washing machines, and boys 
are used for some of this work. ‘hie department is well 
managed, and the work turned out is 4& credit to all 
concerned. 

The kitchen was orderly, and the girls 
appeared to take a keen interest in the work. They are 
taught all kinds of cooking and also the art of putter- 
making. The food provided was all well prepared and 
served hot. 

The school throughout was spotlessly 
clean and all furniture and school desks have been well 
kept. 

The fire equipment appeared to be in 
good order. The fire escape doors were all unlocked and 
the exite free of snow. Fire extinguishere and axes are 
kept at the dormitory doors, and in several places, such 
as the laundry and furnace room, six buckets of water are 
kept in readiness at all times. ‘The fire hose, except 
for the one in the laundry, appeared to be in good 
condition. No doubt the continual dampness, occasioned 
by the washing and drying of clothes, has rotted this hose 
and it should be renewed. A night watchman.is on duty 


end makee his rounds hourly.

A herd of 50 cattle is kept, from 
which milk cows are selected. At present 8 cows are 
being milked, but a number are due to freshen soon. 
Butter is made throughout the year in sufficient 
quantity to supply the school. 

Poultry is kept, and at present they 
have over 100 hens. Sufficient hogs are raised to 
supply the school with meat. 

The potato crop was very light, 
yielding insufficient for the school; in fact, the 
eupply of all vegetables was short, due to the dry 
weather. However, the root house has been replenished 
from outside sources, and I believe the children are 
exceptionally well fed. 

Good discipline is obtained, and I 
found the children polite and mannerly. ‘The school is 
undoubtedly well managed, and the Sisters render 
excellent service. The Principal, Rev. Father Kalmes, 
was unfortunately absent on mission work, but his 
assistant was on duty, as well as all other members of 


his staff.
